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will Proceed With ‘Half-Kosher’ Plan 


L. I. HOSPITAL BARS 
NEW KASHRUT TALKS 


NEW YORK (NJP)—Negotiations between the Committee for 
Kashrut at the Long Island Jewish Hospital and the Board of Trus- 
tees of the hospital were broken off this week, as the board, indi- 
eating its refusal even to consider a plan for an all-kosher kitchen, 
flatly refused further to discuss the issue. 

Jack Altman, vice president of the board, giving the board's 
reply to a request by the Committee for a meeting further to dis- 
euss the issue, stated that it was the unanimous decision of the 
poard that further discussion “would lend only to further mis- 
understanding and embittered feeling in view of the statement ex- 
pressed many times by members (of the Committee for Kashrut) 
and others that a satisfactory solution could be achieved by having 
only kashrut.” 

WILL INSTALL KOSHER AND NON-KOSHER FACILITIES 

The board also clearly declared its intention to proceed with its 
“fair and just” plan to install both kosher and non-kosher facilities, 
on the grounds that “total kashrut would be an infringement on 
the freedom of choice of those who do not eat kashrut. Those who 
want kosher facilities, Altman explained, would have them under 
the hospital program. 

Calling upon the Committee for Kashrut to cooperate in carry- 
ing out the “compromise” proposal, the board said the plan was 
worked out with great care and was the fairest Possible arrange 
ment that would serve “all sections of our diversified community. 

‘AFFECTS EVERY SELF-RESPECTING JEW’ 

Rabbi I. Usher Kirshblum, chairman of the Committee for 
Kashrut, scored the “compromise” proposal, declaring: “I personally 
intend to bring this issue throughout the entire Metropolitan area, 
This is a problem that affects every self-respecting Jew. 

He told The Post: “No observant Jew will ever accept the kash- 
rut of a hospital if the patient in the next bed is eating non-kosher 
—— Kirshbium was also sharply critical of the hospital’s 
action in turning down $350,000 in contributions earmarked for 
the establishment of an all-kosher kitchen. = 

“In these critical days when funds are so hard to raise,” he 
declared, “the turning down of such a sum of money must be ques: 
tioned as to whether it is in the interests of the Jewish community.

He asserted that vir 
tually all discrimination signs 
and advertising had disappeared 
and that substantially less dis- 
crimination is now practiced than 
in the past. 

ACT PROMPTLY 

Radio broadcasts are made 
regularly by the commission, 
aimed at stating the case for 
equality. Literature on the sub 
ject is distributed. When the com- 
mission gets a complaint, it in 
vestigates. If it finds that an of- 
fense has been committed, it us: 
ually persuades the offender to 
apologize and to state publicly 
that the law will be followed in 
the future. It also tries to per 
suade the offended person to ace 
cept apologies, shake hands and 
forget it, rather than prosecute, 

The plan has been successful 
in uncounted cases, Barbers who 
refused to cut the hair of 
Negroes apologized and then cut 
the hair. Restaurant owners who 
refused to accept Jewish groups

Hero Medal Urged for Negro Who Died 
Trying To Save Jewish Boy from Drowning

PHILADELPHIA (NJP)—This city, scene 
of recent “Hitler Youth’ vandalism, is disre- 
garding racial and religious barriers as citi- 
zens from all walks of life rally to the aid of 
the family of a Negro who gave his life in a 
vain effort to save a little Jewish boy from 
drowning. 

Spurred by The Philadelphia erro which 
has established a Mander Fund, a tide of con- 
tributions is flowing in to save pal destitution 
Mrs. Thelma Mander, an expectant mother, and 
her three small children, Joseph, Jr., 9; Esther, 
4, and Marguerite, 18 months. 

The Mander family was left facing a life 


of want and struggle on May 4, when Mander, 
an electrician at the Philadelphia Naval Base, 
was fishing along the Schuylkill and saw 7-year. 
old Paul Waxman, son of Mr. and Mrs, Isadore 
Waxman, topple into the stream. 


Mander plunged into the swollen river in 
the vain but heroic attempt to save the strug. 
gling boy, only to lose his own life in the rush- 
ing, icy current. 

While the fund of contributions is swelling, 
with more than $5000 in contributions already 
received, the Strawberry Mansion unit of the 
Jewish Community Relations Council has voted 
to recommend a Carnegie Hero Medal for 
Mander.

YOUNG ANTI-SEMITIC GANG

MILWAUKEE, Wis. (NJP)—Police have launched a search for 


the “adult brains” behind a gang 


of 18 high schools boys who were 


arrested for distributing anonymous anti-Semitic literature. The 
gang called itself the American Action Army. 
The admitted leader of the group is a 17-year-old high school 


genior of German parentage. The 
poy insisted that he and his 
friends were not acting as stoo- 
ges for anyone, but the officers 
gaid there were indications that 
older persons were directing 
them. 
WILL REFER TO FBI 

Police Chief John W. Polcyn 
said the case would be referred 
to the FBI for further investiga- 
tion after all local angles had 
peen cleared up, It was the first 
outbreak of public anti-Semitism 
here since activities of the Ger- 
man-American Volksbund, in pre- 
World War II days. 

John L. Coffey, an assistant 
city attorney, said the boys and 
any leaders found would be pros- 
ecuted under a city ordinance 
which forbids the distribution of 
anonymous publications which 
tend to incite religious or racial 
hatred. The penalty for convic- 
tion is a fine of from $10 to $500, 
or a jail term of 10 days to 6 
months.

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Israeli; American Jews Don't Understand Each Other 


CH has been written about the failure 

of the Israelis to understand American 
Jews. Less has been written about the inability 
of American Jews to comprehend what it is 
that makes the Israelis act and think as they 
do. 

The problem is the lack of a common forum 
for the interchange of ideas. There is no place 
in either community where the public opinion 
of one can be reflected in a medium which 
reaches the other. 

When Golda Myerson comes to the U. S., 
she has one job to do—raise funds or sell bonds. 
When Ben Gurion visits the U. S., he may want 
to unburden himself freely, but he is the head 
of a government and he must be circumspect 
in his free expression. 

In time, this situation will be 
That will be when large independent publica- 
tions will be established—large enough to be 
free to present all the views and to be able to 
pay for the experts to do it. 

Each could help the other in the areas of 
the former’s greatest capacity and the latter's 


remedied, 


greatest need. 

But at present, the one learns about the 
other only at times of crisis. This projects a 
totally wrong impression, harmful to the imme- 
diate and future goals of both. 

Not all American Jews are quite like the 
Americans the Israelis know. In some cases 
they are better, and in others worse, But they 
definitely are not all like those whom you hear 
praised or criticized in Israel. 

The possibilities that the Jewries of Israel 
and America should develop along totally dif- 
ferent lines and actually become estranged, 
should not be dismissed aitogether. 

When the instrument for bringing the two 
communities closer together will be developed 
and become truly influential—whether through 
an overseas edition of The Jerusalem Post, the 
expansion of Commentary magazine, the de- 
velopment of a truly influential Anglo-Jewish 
publication in the U. S. which will report on 
Israel as The N. Y. Times reports on world de- 
velopments, then will we be able to put aside 
the fear of estrangement. 


Israel Beginning To Resent Heip From U.S. Jewry 


N ISRAEL, you will meet with a surprising 
I unanimity of resentment and actual opposi- 
tion to charity from U. S. Jewry. 

This has nothing at all to do with being 
grateful. The Israelis are people of deep ap 
preciation for the help that they have received. 

But they are growing less appreciative of 
direct financial help. 

They have come to feel that dependence on 
outside help will be ruinous. It is natural] for 
any people to be independent, and the Israelis 
are a proud people. 

Tied in with this feeling is the growing 
realization of the Israelis that the American 
Jew is not coming to Israel to live. For years 
it was utterly incomprehensible to the Israelis 
that American Jews could be so secure that 
now that Israel is open they would refuse to 
move there. 

By now, however, the realization is begin- 
ning to seep through. In fact, you do not hear 
often, if at all, what other American Jews re- 
ported was always asked them, “When are 
you coming here to live?” 

If, then, the American Jews’ contribution is 
always to be strictly a financial one, that is 
something else again. It means that there is 
no commitment to Israel other than that of giv- 
ing, and this the Israelis who feel stronger the 
sense of peoplehood with all Jews everywhere, 
resent. To them it is a form of cowardice, a 
cowardice, they believe secretly even if they 


do not So express it, for which American Jews 
will one day pay as did the German Jews, 

American Jews friendly to Israel are slowly 
beginning to realize that the Israelis have a 
right to develop as they themselves decide. In 
the U. S., the policy among Jewish organiza- 
tions of interfering in internal Israeli affairs 
is still strong, but nonetheless declining. 

Israel Jews too must learn to understand 
and be willing to concede to U. S. Jewry the 
right to manage its own internal affairs, and 
develop its own views and attitudes. 

The present resentment is natural. No re- 
cipient of help likes to receive the help even 
when it is essential. He longs for the day when 
he can declare his independence of financial 
assistance just as Israel longed for the day of 
political independence. 

There is another aspect to this situation. 

Many dsraelis feel that the bulk of the funds 
given to Israel go into the coffers of the pres- 
ent government for use for party purposes and 
others than those for which they were orig- 
inally intended. Right or wrong, this is their 
attitude, and of course does not make them 
feel more kindly towards continuous help. 

Obviously, this is all the result of misunder- 
standing, but like misunderstandings of all 
kinds has some basis in fact. But that the 
misunderstanding should grow is totally un- 
necessary. The quicker it is dissipated, the 
better. 


Israel Shifts to Capitalism 


F UP until this point there could have been 
I some doubt about the kind of economic sys- 
tem Israel would establish, whether truly so- 
cialist or-part socialist and part capitalist, at 
least for the next few generations—it must be 
clear today that Israel is heading toward a 
strong capitalist economy. 

Even Ben Gurion and Golda Myerson and 
the other: leaders of the Government must 
realize now that the socialist economy they had 
striven to achieve must be delayed for decades. 

But economists, who are not usually swayed 
by emotion, see very clearly that socialism is as 
dead today in Israel as is Arab feudalism. 

Had Israel been a nation with large natural 
resources, it could have exported these to 
achieve a balance of trade, against her imports. 

Had there been no iron wall between Israel 
and the Arab nations, perhaps Israel could 
have duplicated England’s achievement. Also 
a land without too much in the way of natural 
resources, England developed a healthy econ- 
omy by manufacturing imported raw materials 
and selling the finished products to the lands 
from which the raw materials had been im- 
ported. 

This not being the case with Israel, the only 
possibility is to permit foreign capital to ex- 
ploit the land. And on this long avenue to 
economic self-sufficiency Israel is now em- 
barked. More and more, day by day, Israel is 
committing herself to this kind of development, 

Actually there ,is no choice. 

If Ben Gurion coes not concede that Israel 
will have to go whole-hog in transforming what 
were solid foundations for a strong socialist 
economy into thorough capitalism, then he has 
less leadership quality than he has thus far 
demonstrated as being endowed with. 

He may hope to keep. a tight control over 
the capitalistic trends, which seems to have 
been his policy up until this point. 

If Ben Gurion were to balk, Israel would 
develop into a capitalistic nation regardless, 
albeit with another party in control, whether 
the General Zionists or a, reformulated Mapai. 

The fight now is to develop capitalism 
quickly enough to save the nation’s economy.

There is no time left for idealistic dalliance. 
Israel’s financial position is precarious, and 
only speedy economic expansion can remove 
Israel from this unfortunate position. 


The possibilities for economic development 
of Israel actually are unlimited. Any American 
businessman can grow wealthy here in no time, 
The market is unlimited; there is no problem 
of demand, or of a labor supply. The problem 
is with raw materials and foreign exchange 
and, of course, with the intrusion of socialist 
theories on economic exploitation. 


It is truly unfortunate that Israel at this 
time has not been able to mature as a self- 
sufficient socialist nation in which the goals 
would be those which liberal Americans hope 
someday to win for the United States. 


Israe] might have provided the answer to 
the ills which are plaguing the world in the 
economic sphere, But that is not to be, at least 
not for the next few generations, Those who 
refuse to concede the actualities of Israel’s 
situation today are not helping her to find a 
way to live in self-respect economically but are 
only speeding an economic debacle. 

The only real hope is that economists who 
bring their capital and know-how to Israel will 
be Jews who will have a real concern not alone 
with profits but also with the line of Israel’s 
development. 

In the United States there are capitalists 
and there are capitalists. Some are only de- 
spoilers whose one concern is to amass wealth. 
Others are altruistic men of real stature, who 
are motivated not by greed alone, but also re- 
veal a sense of justice and responsibility in 
their business activities, 

These are the type of Jewish industrialists 
from the United States that Israel needs. 

The other type will come too, which is why 
the morality of the Israel population must be 
strong enough to avoid being engulfed by cap- 
italitism’s well-known appeal to the baser mo- 
tives of human behavior. 

An economically sufficient Israel is desir- 
able, but it is not for business acumen that 
the world looks to Israel.

What the defamers and mud- 
slingers at the Jewish name and 
traditions apparently had in mind 
originally was to call their 
theatrfcal abnormality “Bagels 
and Lox,” as the two go so well 
together; but after discovering 
that Lox was considerably more 
expensive that the doughy hard- 
baked Bagels, which are distri- 
buted to the audience to crunch 
at through intermissions, they 
settled for “Yox,” which is nei- 
ther fish, flesh, nor fowl, but is 
in accord in its meaning with 
the sublimity of the presenta- 
tion. 

What baffles the intellect is 
why an organization like B’nai 
Brith which seeks in every nook 
and cranny defamers of Jewish 
character and action, should im- 
port our own defamers to ridi- 
cule and bespit our name and 
traditions as if they were the 
most obnoxious among the na- 
tions. 


When Oliver Fwist was re- 
cently shown, the Anti-Defama- 
tion section of the B’nai B'rith 
raised its clarion voice to the 
skies in protestation against re- 
lease of the picture, because the 
thief and scoundrel, Fagin, was— 
for some unsavory reason by 
the author—portrayed as a Jew, 
and demanded that it be taken 
off the moving*picture-boards. 

But the movie by Dickens was 
at least art of a sort, excellently 
produced and faultlessly played; 


still we were in a rage because 
we couldn’t imagine such a 
character could be Jewish. 

Now comes along “Bagels and 
Yox” thheaping tons of “shmoots” 
upon the Jewish people. And 
the B’nai B’rith big shots, to- 
gether with the little ones ha-ha 
themselves to exhaustion. 

It’s so funny! Jewish boys and 
girls, graduates from the Cat- 
skill soup and borsht circuits, 
singing badly, dancing badly, 
and acting badly, furnish them 
the thrill of their lives with their 
suggestive wiggling, putrid jokes, 
and songs whose lyrics couldn’t 
have come from any other place 
but the dunghill. 


Like other classes, the taste 
of a good many of our people 
of the present generation is pri- 
mitive and vulgar, but is this a 
reason why an organization like 
B’nai B'rith which delights in 
parading as leading its follow- 
ers to ever-higher glories in ap- 
preciating Jewish culture and 
achievement should sponsor a 
“farzehenish” like “Bagels and 
Yox,” and flood the city with 
propaganda of its colossal artis- 
tic and entertainment values? 


The grand excuse of course is 
that the treasury of the organ- 
ization is not as full as its lead- 
ers would like it to be, and the 
above “macheraike,” even though 
offensive, coarse, indecent and 
foul, offers the most lucrative 
promise to have it filled again. 

The very serious question 
arises then why is it that the 
local B’nai B’rith and its charm- 
ing Ladies’ Auxiliary can find 
nothing more delightful in the 
form of entertainment to offer 
to their members, and others, 
than atrocities like “Bagels and 
Yox;”’ and “Borshtcapades,” 
which long ago have earned the 
epitaph: “Here lie skunkweeds 
and putrefactions. Do Not Dis- 
turb!”?

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“SIGNIFICANCE FOR JEWS AND OTH :R MINORITY GROUPS’ 
Carey McWilliam Sees Rising Tensions, 


Decade of Increasing Social Unrest

ST. PAUL, Minn. (NJP)—Religious and political tensions are mounting and the American people 
“stand on the threshold of a decade of great social 


Post in an exclusive interview, 


The prominent sociologist and liberal writer, who visited the Twin Cities to deliver the annual 
Brotherhood Week convocation address at the University of Minnesota, averred that rising tensions, 


now higher than at any time in 
the past decade, hold “real signi- 
ficance for Jews and other minor- 
ity groups.” 

‘STRANGE IMPASSE’ 

He described the country as 
“confused and frustrated” as a 
result of conflicting appeals, in- 
ternational conditions and the 
Strange impasse occasioned by 
the Korean War. 

Terming the general national 
situation “dangerous,” McWil- 
liams declared that “civil liber- 
ties are under assault.’’ He scored 
the administration’s inadequacy 
in relieving national fears and 
pointing the way to the eradi- 
cation of racial and religious dis- 
crimination. 

“The patient is ill. When sick- 
ness is present, the anti-Semitic 
fever chart goes up,” he stated. 
Anti-Semitism correlates with 
the state of society and rises as 
tensions rise, McWilliams added. 

REACTIONARY ROOT 

McWilliams reported that a 
cursory survey of conditions in 
Minneapolis tends to indicate that 
the city is no longer “the capi- 
tal of anti-Semitism.” Several 


MeWilliams emphasized. 

While he presents an ominous 
description of the current scene, 
McWilliams foresees a bright fu- 
ture, 

He declared that all “this anti 
business is a hang-over from an 
old kind of America.” He pre- 
dicted the advent of an astonish- 
ing kind of general maturity. 

“The bigots cannot turn back 
the clock. By 1970, all organized 
discrimination will be wiped out,” 
he asserted. The only question 
remaining is whether the goal 
will be achieved “with ease and 
dispatch or through the conflict 
that looms.” 


HITS REARMAMENT 

McWilliams attacked the pro- 
posed re-armament of Germany 
and apparent endeavors to “white- 
wash the Nazi record.” He berat- 
ed public officials who permitted 
the entry into the U. S. of Dr. 
Walter P. Schreiber, accused of 
complicity in Nazi medical atro- 
cities. Dr. Schreiber had been 
employed by the U. S. Army Air 
Force. (NJP, May 2, 1952) 

He cited the attempt of a radio 
news commentator to cleanse 
Germany of gas chamber and 
crematorium crimes. 

“The killing of six million Jews 
is being made to sound like a 
fairy .tale,” he charged. “What 
are our young people to think?”
